W6NLG, (Sunnyvale, CA) and James (Dan) 
Nixon, N4DVW, jointly filed a petition for rule 


making with the FCC on November 15, 1985. 


They seek to enhance Technician and expand 
ten meter privileges in the Amateur Radio 


Service. Specifically they requested: 


(1.) Allow Technician Class operators full 
amateur privileges on the following ten meter 
frequencies: 28.025 - 28.300 MHz and 28.800 - 
99.700 MHz. [At present, Tech operators do 
not have any HF voice privileges.] 


Allow 6 kHz emissions on the following 
frequencies: 28.200 - 28.300 MHz (repeater 
input suggested), 29.100 - 29.200 MHz (Sim- 
plex suggested) and 29.200 - 29.300 MHz (re- 
peater output suggested). 


Allow ten meter repeaters on the fol- 
lowing frequencies: 28.200 - 28.300 MHz. and 
29.200 - 29.300 MHz. [At present, ten meter 
repeaters are allowed only between 29.5 and 
29.7 MHz.) 


(4.) Allow the following emissions - (WARC- 
79 Emission Designators): 

(A) - First symbol - Modulation Type: R, 
J, C, F, G & P. (sideband, phase, pulse} 
(B) - Second symbol - Nature of Modulating

am pleased to report that 21 Phil-Monters participated, along 
with MO-COM, our communications vehicle, and our repeater W3QV on 
147 .63/03. MO-COM played an important role at Philadelphia Inter- 
national Airport providing the handling of all communications traffic 
originating from the triage area. N3DHI and W38BB assisted both in 
the handling of traffic and in technical support for MO-COM. KB3IW 
and W3SRU set up a temporary Emergency Operations Center (EOC) for 
Philadelphia County at the U.S. Navy Supply Deport in Northeast
